Dr. Haney, Its director, who enumer- 
ates a number of specific cofttrlbu- 
tiona. Sirst, students have made a 
great many war posters for thrift 
stamp. Liberty Loan and other drivei^ 
and have developed large graphic 
charts to aid the various campaigns. 
A number of bazaars have been held 
under the auspices dl the department, 
at which funds J^ave been raised for 
war work by the sale of efticles of 
esthetic value made under the direc- 
tioiyof the department. The war, he 
says, has been the cause of the ad- 
vaacement ,of Industflal art ' scholar- 
ships so that talented pupils might 
be available in the art trade immedi- 
ately after the war.

.Miss Carr, the FreatOent said that 
(he had very great pleaattre but that 
the rest el the atareotyped formula 
could not be used as Miss Carr was 
unknown to many of those present 

Miaa Carr said that a}te found her- 
aelf in no new position as the speaker 
at the opening meeting of the Delta 
Bigma Societ.v for formerly the presl- 
denta had addresed the first meeting, 
and rtie had done so while holding 
that position. The aubject of her ad- 
dress waa announced as "Literature 
for Democracy," but dur|lng the time 
whidi atafaed, developnmta had oc- 
curred iritkh cauaed literature to al- 
moat disappear, and therefore a more 
correct title would be "Democracy and 
Standards." 

la deCiBlng the term ''Democracy" 
it is not uaed aa a ayatsm. or aa the 
proletariat, but In the third sense of 
the prlnciplea or spirit without which 
any form la a hollow shell. This 
view of Democracy ia almoat aa am- 
biguous aa in the - general undefined 
term, but if treated under three heads 
the significance of the définition l>e- 
oomea clearer. Theee three heads 
are, t,ir8t — ^manitaetatlona of the dem- 
ocratic 9irit in the Individual ; aecond 
— some objections to the democratic 
attitude; third- the firat princlplea or 
toellafa out of which it rises. 

The portrait of the individual dem- 
ocrat is not an Ideàï or visionary one,- 
but is drawn from personal experience. 
The oui ward and visible aign of the 
dciiKKTRlU- spirit is a simple one. He 
[treats people with frank, simple, 
i friendly equality. He doea not receive 
I or give condescenalon but treAs peo- 
! pie as equals, whether they are poor 
I or rich. For him condescension and 
deference are veils of unreality hung 
between him and the persona he would 
meet. He wants to know all claaaea— 
the ignorant, uncouth, uneducated, 
even the younp. On the contrary the 
attitude of the critical person is es- 
BOBtlaUty tbla— he Is proud, of liking 
only a few peraons. The claaa to 
which he belongs is better, cleaner, 
handaomer, more refined, more Intelli- 
gent, and more correct than the 
claaaea which he conaldera.outaide the 
pale. He pltlea the maaaes, and wlabea 
to help them but he docs not wish to 
meet them on equal tcrm.i. The criti- 
cal person believes in his own superi- 
ority, or else in the absolute validity 
of. his own atandards. To tolerate 
lapaea la to condone Iniquity. He can- 
not understand liblAr'the democrat can 
be friendly, and feel equal with many 
Inferior peoftte; One explanation that 
he makes Is that the democrat is hy- 
pocritical and feigns an easy toler- 
ance, or else he Is sentimental, vléw- 
' Ing the world through rose coloured 
I glasses, or finally, be la almply ob- 
Ituae. In reality the' democrats are 
I above the average in sincerity and 
ability, with very diaertmlnatlng 
atandards. 

The opposite positions of the criti- 
cal person and the democratic person 
arise from the standards which they 
adopt, and in this connection atandarda 
play a very Important, part In demo- 
cracy. ;rbe democrat would aay that 
many of the critic's standards have 
no absolute validity, but are based 
upon personal preference, while other 
atandards are' false, and that finally 
when you eliminate the special and 
falae standards, even then standards 
are of leaa Importance than people. 
People and the poaaeaaion of the future 
are above atandarda ana "the paat. 

The cf^c bellevea In the valldltjr of 
hla atanâarda but the democrat con- 
tends Uiat no two persona interpret 
the same standards in the same way. 
The latter wonders why one should 
feel superior beoauae a peraon cannot 
apall. or becauae he uaea bad gram- 
mar, or apeaka with a different accent. 
The first is simply a matter of train- 
ing and memory, bad grammar Is on- 
ly old-faaUoned grammar, while ac- 
cent la a matter ot location and social 
cuaum. Tet the upper dasaea steadi- 
ly ridicule othera on these points. For 
we take an irrational, inattnctive dis- 
like to what ia new or strange to us. 
The naiHve of Yorkshire remarka, 
"There'B a stranger, heave a brick at 
him," and though we raay smile, yet 
the anobbery aymbollzed in thU re- 
mark «Qreaaea the basis for many of 
odr Ukea «ad dialikes. Aa. an ilUw- 
tratlon from Uteratnre of this tact. 
Misa Carr read a paaage from '^lans- 
fleld Park," by Jane Austin, where the 
infant anobbery ia graphically depict- 
ed. Tba beat analyaia of ataadard in 
matmen'ooean in Stevenaon's "Tbe 
Amateur Immigrant." Stevenson 
thought that manners like art should 
be bmnan and centraL Thus the dem- 
oerat may Ilka Ua own waya and cus- 
tama better but that does not necea- 
sarily make them bo. HIh intelligence 
mnat be continually on guard to pre- 
vent nis inherent Inatlnct from limit- 
ing his better Judgment 

■The aeeoad daab between the dem- 
ocrat and the critical peraon is even 
moT« important The former says the 
scale of values should be invested for 
be Ynaw% that every hmnan being la 
kept alive at 'the coat of hard labour, 
the bulk of which is carried on only by 
a part of the world. The upper classes

If, however, 
members and those Interested in the 
society scan the columns of the Dally 
o-ery day until next Wednesday, they

The following notice, signed by the 
Vice-chancellor, appeared in the Ox. 
ford University Gazette tor March, 

1918:— 

"All women who have been admitted 
to, and passed the final examination, 
and kept tbe period of residence neces- 
sary for a man to obtain a descee at 

a University, are entitled, provided 
they have attained the ago of thirty 
years, to be registered ao Farllamen 
tary Electora for the. University. They 
must be British subjects and not sub- 
ject to any legal incapacity. 

"Woraeij are not ye^ admitted t5the 
Degree at Oxford}, or Cambridge. 
Thoae who - are graduates ' of " Trini ty 
College, Dublin, can be put on the 
Register of ParliameaUry Voters if 
they apply to the Registrar. If they 
are also on tbe Register of Voters for 
the University of Oxford, they will 
only be able to vota In one of the two 
University constituencies at a General 
Election, but In the even^ of a bye- 
cloctlon. they will be able to vote for 
either University." " 

Extract from a SeMler*» Letter WHt- 
ten dnrinf last days of Sinijilrir: 

"We arc now In billets in a French 
town, though it is hard to tell how 
long wo s^tall Btsy here, The people 
are so glad to see the Canadians after 
four years of the Oermans that they 
cannot do enough for us. Some of the 
troops have billets with nice beds and 
white sheets. About a dozen of us 
are living in the cellar of an o^d bouse 
which Fritz used before us. I am 
writing on a large dining table with 
the kitchen stove behind mo and a 
large old-fashioned clock — the kind 
run by weights — on the wall. It is 
too bad some curlo^ollcctor hasn't an 
opportunity to visit these places Just 
now. We frequently eat off willow- 
ware ehlna In our cellar hones. 

"V'esterday I helped the woman 
next door' dig <fp a couple of woollen 
mattresses. She had burled them 
seven months ago, for Fritz takes 
away e^ery woollen thing he can lay 
bis hands on. She said he had taken 
2,000 mattresses from this town alone. 

"I was down behind the lines to the 
funeral of our section officer the 
other day. A Frenchwoman standing 
near gave a small bunch of flpwets

In .yiew of the recently announced 
regulations of the War Department 
for demobilization of^thejannies and 
the granting of permitialraTto candi- 
dates at officers' training schools to 
apply for and receive their décharges, 
it Is anticipated that a large number 
of former students in the various uni- 
versities and colleges will return to 
complete their academic studies. To 
meet this condition the faculty of 
Princeton University have adopted the 
following recommendations of the 
committee on the course of study: 
. That the whole university be placed, 
for the present yct.r on' a three-term 
basts, the first term running from 
September to January, the second from 
January to' April, .and the third from 
April to June. 

All men in service who were mem- 
bers of the university last Jimo, or 
who entered as freshmen or as up- 
per classmen in September, who re- 
turn for the second term and co:(i- 
plete the year satisfactorily will be 
given credit for the first term's work. 

That the military or naval classes 
now being conducted at Princeton be 
counted as three-hour courses' in mak- 
ing up the students' schedules. 

That credits be given for a term's 
work to men who left the university 
prior to June, 1918,r uid who after 
completing courses at aome military 
school have obtained commissions. 

It Is anticipated that a l^rge num- 
'ber of men will return to Princeton, 
and already members of the faculty 
absent in war work are making ar- 
rangements to return and resume

~ __^ne hears, too, of impèrtànt^things 
7' like the worJc of the mllk-statlons, 
boys' clubs, girls' clubs,. Boy Scout 
work, and to on. Through tiie young 
i children the mothers arc naturally 
next got at, and mothers' meetings, 
mothers' "rest aflemoons" (a god- 
send In their way) are often found in 
our Settlements. 

If the noble women workers who 
run these things arc helped, of 
course, by young men, by older men, 
clubs and classes for lads and youths 
may possibly also be undertaken. But 
there is great difficulty in doing this, 
especially/ in a city like Montreal, 
where "sport" enters so largely, into 
the lives of all, where so. Àuch in- 
terest is given to money-making and 
getting rich quickly, and where as 
elsehere business ambitions are so 
powerful. And people will not some- 
how bo "uplifted" either directly or 
indirectly. And If "uplifted" they are 
apt to want pleasure and comfort 
just like the rich, who may come and 
look at the door, but who do not re- 
ally propose to change their pwn ways 
of living. And thé different churches 
will often not take up with Settle- 
ment work unless it swells their roll- 
calls. 

Dont Merely Stir Up Wants. 

The activities, we can see, of Set- 
tlement, work bore, as well as else- 
where, are practically endless. And 
no Settlement sets out with, or adheres 
to, any rigid plan. Their life devel- 
ops as does that of a family, or a 
cq^muttity. of friends. - And evcry 
Settlenient tries, to adapt Itself to tl^e 
conditions of the neighbourhood, Or 
»ibe country In question, beginning na- 
turally with the most crying abuses, 
the first apparat things to do, for 
children or for women or for men. 
Perhaps say by Wting lanidlords to 
care more for their tenants and tfielr 
needs. How can the iK>or believe that , 
the rich and the educated love them, 
when the ricyudjl^dkClever simply 
try to ';squefflS^S^''^a'we say, to 
"exploit" then^? • 

Any competent worker, any person 
with a hobby or a real message Is wel- 
come at a„Set}.lement, anybody who 
can teach something, French perhaps, 
English, carpentry, bookkeeping, "col- 
lege entrance" Requirements, political 
economy, and so on. Any one who 
will organize tours, of the city, sum- 
mer outings.^ Young law students 
can disseminate much useful inform- 
ation to poor people without incurring 
the displeasure of their fraternity. 
Talks on civics, on the politics and his- 
tory of a country, on the outlines of 
the Social Questions are all useful. But 
none of these lessons and fostered in- 
terests should be such as to undermine 
the desire of the people of a neigh- 



bourhood to contribute, say, to the 
expenses of the Settlement (light, 
heat, and so on). No clubs should be 
started that arc not designed to be 
self-supporting and selNrenewlng. 

A pleasant Sunday afternoon (P.S.- 
A. Is the London term) will often do 
great things for Settleineat, and bring 
to it people who cannot come at other 
times. But, of course, no Settlement 
should lntcrferfl;ln .any way with the 
church life, with the beliefs and reli- 
gious practices'-'df ihe tocal commun- 
ity. It is essential that all the clergy 
should understand that the purpose of 
a Settlement Is' firstly that of social 
advance and social advantage, tor all 
and sundry, without any discrimina- 
tlon and without. any antagonism. The 
activities of a Settlement are as va- 
ried in short as are the aictlTltieB and 
wants of humuii beings. It takes peo- 
ple as it finds them, i^nd enables them 
to make the best use of all the agen^ 
cles of civilization— schools, night 
schools^ ohurçlieB, savlng-banka, W- 



braries, and to demand their rights as 
citizens, voters, tax-payers, tenants, 
parents. 

But I repeat that Settlement work 
will ' be harmful In Its workings and 
effects. If it stops at the mere "philan- 
thropy" stage, if its activity Is that 
of "ministering" to wants, of stirring 
,up new wants in people without at 
the^same time creating the capacity 
for their satisfaction, for self-help, 
for a desire to serve the community. 
Its main business (as in the case of 
charity reform) must be not only "per- 
sonally" elficient, but "socially" effici- 
ent—contributing to the support of fa- 
milies, to the carrying out of enfer- 
pi^ses, to the upbuilding of a city, a 
civilization, a kingdom of God upon 
the earth. All Settlement work with 
children, wfth mothers,' all attacking 
of evils and injustices, must be con 
nected. In thought and in deed,' with 
the total life of the city, the country, 
of humanity. * y 
Trne Social Study Needed Here, 
it is mow perfectly evident, I think 
that many questions of the first 
magnitude are connected with the 
whole subject of Social Settlements— 
with the idea of their continuance in 
this country, their utility, thoir claims 
upon the workers and upon the pub- 
lic. I will close this article there- 
fore, with some further reflections up- 
on the whole subject leaving it now 
to the general intelligence of the. read- 
er. 

One of my main contentions is still 
the point and the claim of my first 
article— that the time, has certainly 
arrived for a true school of Social 
Study, through the help of Social 
earnest people can get llphl upon the 
entire subject of scientific philanthro- 
py, upon the real rights and deserts 
of the poor. No one should 4ake up 
Settlement woilc without preliminary 
study. Study In the first place of the 
rise of the modern world and of mod- 
em social conditions. In the second 
place personal study and milstery of 
something Important, such mastery as 
rc;iderB one a capable studeirt and 



not there to give them a false Itind of 
.ultiire, a smattering of poetry and 
art that has little apparent relation' 
to their daily lives. It is not there 
merely to fill up so many gaps and 
lacks, and to keep things as they are 
— with Itself as' a kind of basis in a 
slum neighbourhood. If the neigh- 
bourhood .becomes changed for 
the better, the i Settlement ^Ight 
oven wind Itself up, and al- 
low the schools and the chdrches 
and. the laws and the efforts of the 
people to continue it^ work. A Set- 
tlement |s bu||t beginning in the/trork 
of social reform. The poor have in a 
sense got sick of all Imperfect at- 
tempts to solve the social question. 

Perhaps, loo, after all the Social 
Question and one's attitude to it, are 
a matter that every Individual per- 
son has to solve anew for himself 
There is not much .* diiference, from 
the human st^andpoint between the 
lives of thé rich and the poor. Both 
are equally tragic and equally ha- 
mourous. Both rich and'poor can suc- 
ceed and fail.' And there arc just as 
many failures, from a moral and so- 
cial standpoint, among the rich as. 
among the poor. Bernard Shaw and 
others have. shown us that the so- 
called poor can use thanklessly and 
Indifferently many so-called privileges 
and opportunities. They do not thank 
the rich, or anybody else, for what 
costs nothing to give. They often, 
after no end of "gifts" go on living in 
the same old way — just as rich people 
do, or ju^t asvaverage people do. A 
Settlement Is no place for thoughtless 
rich people, or conceited college stu- 
dents to go "slonuningi' In the old 
sense of the term. 
Labour and Capital After the War. 

A word now about* the possible re- 
lation of our Social Settleiçent to 
the alleged coming conflicts of Labour 
and Capital after the War.' I doubt' 
myself whether this conflict' will be 
as bitter in Canada as in the old land, 
or as in the United States, altliougn 
there will certainly be here many dif- 
ficulties in absorbing the masses of 



terests are beooming more and more 
subservient to the interest of the com- 
munity In general, to the inter est iot 
the world as a whole. It they are led . 
to come together, with others. In the 
neutral meeting^ground of the Settle- 
ments of to-day and to-morrow, inucb 
may be achieved in the way of the 
new natimial and bomanltarlaa edu- 
cation of which they both stand ta 
need.

It does not, and 
should not, proposé to do anything for 
people that they get done for them- 
selves. It is not there to amusr. and 
entertain them tor nothing, and it Is
